The King's sona leave the conntry, fearful
that the malady that had carried off their
father might run in the family, when Maobeth
slarte a rumor that they were implioated in
the assassination, and appoints himsell I\'inﬁ
Henceforth his oareer is one .of blood, ably
gnpported by Mrs, Maobeth, who, like the de-
voted wife that she was, did all she eould to
promote her husband's prosperity. -

They killed Banquo, one of King Duncan's
generals, but Lis ;glmut parslsted in sitting at
their feasts, whioh dido't improve thair appa-
tites partionlarly, and was very unolvil in the
ghost.  They carrfed on a general slaughter-
ing bLusiness for some time, butat length
Me=Dull raigsed a regiment of Fenians, and alter
vanguishing the “Queen’s Own,”’ put all that
the King owned to flight, when Macbeth was
killed in & hand-to-hand fight with MoDuail.
